Redemption is a doctrine 


that permeates the Word of God. The Bible is the history of 
redemption: Apart from that which is written we know noth- 
ing about the redemption of the soul or the body. I am sure 
that every careful reader of the sacred Word has noted the 
fact that everything upon its pages points to the subject of 
redemption and its glorious results. 


I am reminded of the story of 
the little boy who was given some 
pudding by his mother as he ate 
his supper. Looking at it, he 


wanted to know what was in it. 
“For one thing,” said his mother, 
“there isan egg.” ‘But I don't see 
any egg in it,’’ rejoined the lad. 
“It is all mixed up in the pud- 
ding,’’ said the mother. 

So it is with redemption. It is 
mixed up, so to speak, with ev- 
erything in the Old Book. All that 
has ever come to us from Heaven 
is based upon redemption. The 
shedding of Christ’s blood upon 
the cross is foundational. We re- 
call how Jesus said, “ ...iI am 
come that they might have life, 
and that they might have it more 
abundantly” (John 10:10). This 


BIBLE TERMINOLOGY FOR THE 


POWER OF PENTECOST

What shall we call that which happened to the disciples 


at Pentecost? 


Shall we say that the waiting disciples got 


“the second blessing”? Shall we say that they got a “second 
work of grace”? Shall we say that at Pentecost the apostles 


and others who waited were “sanctified”? 
ought to find some acceptable terminology that is true to the 


Certainly we 


Scriptures when we discuss the power that came at Pentecost 
upon the waiting disciples. We ought to use terms that mean 
what God meant when He talked about the blessing He gave 
at Pentecost, and we ought to use terms that are descriptive 


and accurate. 


Much harm has been done, we are sure, by 


Christians talking about the Pentecostal experience without 


using correct terms. 


I believe the simplest and best 
way is to use the terms which 
the Bible uses about what hap- 
pened at Pentecost. We are al- 
ways safer when we are on Bible 
ground. We are always wise to 
use Bible terminology about mat- 
ters which the Bible clearly dis- 
cusses. 


Some terms, widely used about 


What happened at Pentecost, are 


misleading human terms’ with 
which we ought to dispense. We 
will be less likely to teach heresy, 
will be more likely to understand 
what the Bible says, will be much 
more likely to be able to agree 
about the power of Pentecost if 
we use Bible terms for what we 
are talking about. The term, 
“the second blessing,” used about 
the power of Pentecost, is mis- 


leading. There is a_ sense, of 
course, in which the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit is an entirely dif- 
ferent blessing from salvation. So 
in some sense it is a second bless- 
ing. That is, if one is saved and 
then immediately thereafter, be- 
fore he gets any other blessing, 
he gets filled with the Spirt of 
God, then it is a second blessing. 
But there are many, many other 
blessings, and not only two. And 
Pentecost was not simply the sec- 
ond blessing the Christians at 
Pentecost had received. 


Another weakness of this term 
is that it is not descriptive. It 
does not define what happens. 
One can read into the term, “the 
second blessing,’’ whatever he him- 
self may mean or wish to mean by 


the term. Hence, such a term 
which is not a Bible term and 
which is misleading, would better 
be avoided. 


Was the supernatural endue- 
ment which came at Pentecost “a 
second definite work of grace’’? 
Well, the term sounds good. All 
the great blessings which God 
gives are matters of His grace 
and favor. And I believe that 
the Christians at Pentecost did 
have, and we today may have, a 
very definite filling with’ the 
Spirit, so definite that we may 
know whether or not we have 
been filled with the Spirit. But 
again, the term “a second definite 
work of grace” is not a_ Bible 
term. And it is made to mean 
whatever people who use it may 
want it to mean. Generally those 
who use this terminology mean 
that a Christian may have a sec- 
ond regenerative work, or a mi- 
raculous change in his nature, 
wrought by the Holy = Spirit, 
whereby the sinful carnal nature 
is “eradicated” or burned out, 
and the “sin principle” is de- 
stroyed. Sometimes the term is 
used by those who do not have 
this special meaning, but at any 
rate, the term is subject to all the 
frailties that human beings have;

life comes through death and no 
other way. Jesus referred to Him- 
self when He spoke of the “corn 
of wheat’? which must fall into 
the ground and die that life might 
be imparted to many. “When we 
were yet without strength, in due 
time Christ died for the ungodly” 
(Rom. 5:6). Then again, “God 
commendeth his love toward us, 
in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us” (Rom. 
9:8). Also, “... Christ died for 
our sins...” (I Cor. 15:3). 
These and many other portions of 
Scripture make it plain that all 
in based upon His redeeming 
work; hence,. the importance of 
the text which is before us for 
consideration. 

God has given the beautiful 
stories which thrilled us as chil- 
dren -as illustrative of redemp- 
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tion. .God leading Israel out of 
Egypt is a picture of the liberat- 
ing power of redemption. The 
scarlet cord in Rahab’s window 
reveals the protecting power of 


redemption against oncoming 
judgment. The silver sockets of 
the tabernacle upon which the 


gold-covered boards of the walls 
rested, suggest that redemption is 
the basis of service and worship, 
especially as we remember that 
silver is a type of redemption. All 
the little lambs slain and offered 
on Jewish altars make plain the 
price of redemption. The won- 
drous blessings of redemption 
flow to us through the exercise 
of faith. 

In our recent revival meeting 
our evangelist said concerning 
salvation, “Jesus bought it, the 
Holy Spirit wrought it, and, praise 
God, I’ve got it.” It is God's 
work. Our part is to believe 
what God has revealed about it 
and in faith accept its benefits. 

Perhaps “the most’ surprising 
thing in the text before us is the 
fact that an animal must be re- 
deemed. It is interesting to Tre- 
member- that the Bible is full of

it is not a Bible term, and so is 
mishading and inadequate. 

I do not believe in “a second 
defsite work of grace,” if you 
meafi that another work of grace 
has been wrought upon my soul, 


which is a permanent change in 
nature like that which came at 
regeneration. I do not _ believe 
that Christians have the carnal 
natufe eradicated, the sin principle 
destroyed, the carnal tendency 
burned out, by the Holy Spirit in 
a second difinite work of grace. 
“A second definite work of 
grace’’—-that term is misleading, 
and I believe one should not use 
it for what happened at Pente- 
cost, for the divine enduement of 
power which Christians had then 
and which Christians may have 
now. 

Were the disciples who waited 
at Pentecost “sanctified’? Were 
they there made holy? Now, I 
believe in sanctification. I be- 
lieve in holiness. And ‘I believe 
that the blessed Spirit of God 
uses the Word of God and uses 
other means to sanctify us. I 
am not referring to sinless per- 
fection. I am not referring to 
the eradication of the carnal na- 
ture. I do not believe that Chris- 
tians now, in the flesh, have the 
carnal nature eradicated. I do 
believe in Bible holiness, and I 
think that all Christians should 
earnestly follow after holiness, in 
the Bible sense, and use means 
appointed in the Scriptures for 
sanctification. But what  hap- 
pened at Pentecost was not sanc- 


tification! The disciples were not 
made holy. They wer: not puri- 
fied. They did not have the car- 


nal nature taken out. Nothing 
like that is mentioned in the Bi- 
ble account of Pentecost. 

Every Christian in some sense 
is purified and sanctified at the 
moment of regeneration. He- 
brews 10:14 plainly says, “For by 
one offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified.”’ 
And verse 10 before that in the 
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same chapter says, “By the which 
will we are sanctified through the 
offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all.” The Spirit 
of God does sanctify us, in some 
sense, when we are converted. In 
Acts 15:9 we are told that God 
put no difference between the 


Jews and Gentiles, “purifying 
their hearts by faith.” But these 
disciples at Pentecost were al- 


ready set apart for God, already 
had their hearts purified by faith. 
Certainly all the Scriptures re- 
ferring to Pentecost can be 
searched without finding once that 
God used the term  “sanctifica- 
tion” for the blessing He gave 
the disciples who waited in the 
upper room until the day of Pen- 
tecost was fully come . We ought 
not to confuse the issue, then, by 
using the term “sanctification” 
when speaking of the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit which the disci- 
ples received at Pentecost or 
which Christians today receive 
when they are endued with super- 
natural power for service and wit- 
nessing. 

Since we see the difficulties in- 
to which men fall by using hu- 
man and misleading terminology, 
let us study carefully the terms 
which the Bible, the blessed Word 
of God, uses about the blessing 
which came at Pentecost. We 
will find that at least five terms 
were very clearly used about what 
happened to the disciples at Pen- 
tecost. These terms are: (1) they 
were ‘“‘endued with power from on 
high.” (2) “Filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” (3) “Baptized with the 
Holy Ghost.” (4) The disciples 
had the Spirit of God poured out 
upon them. (5) The disciples re- 
ceived “the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” These terms are clearly 
used about the one identical bless- 
ing. Since it is Bible terminol- 
ogy which we seek, let us rever- 
ently examine the way the Lord 
Jesus and the inspired writers of 
the Bible talked about the bless- 
ing that came at Pentecost. 


I. At Pentecost the Waiting 
Disciples Were “Endued With 
Power From on High” 

Jesus said to His disciples, 
‘...but tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem, until ye be endued 
with power from on high” (Luke 
24:49). This terminology, ‘“en- 
dued with power from on high” is 
important for several reasons. 
First, it was given by Jesus 
Christ Himself to the disciples in 
telling them what they were to 
wait for. This terminology was 
used by the Saviour before Pen- 
tecost came and before the power 
of God came upon the disciples. 
They needed explicit language. 
They needed to know what to 
expect. And Jesus described the 
blessing they were to receive as 
an enduement of power from on 
high. 

Again, in the first chapter of 
Acts we have a discussion of the 
commandment Jesus gave His 
apostles, to wait in Jerusalem for 
the promise of the Father. 
again He told them exactly what 
should come. “But ye shall re- 
ceive power,” He said, “after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Ju- 
daea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth” 
(Acts 1:8). Again Jesus said as 
clearly as it was possible for Him 
to say it, that the disciples would 
receive power after the Holy 
Spirit came upon them, superna- 
tural power for witnessing in His 
name. 


Similar terminology is used in 
Acts 4:31. The disciples had just 
been again “all filled with the 
Holy Ghost” as at Pentecost. And 
in verse 33, following. that, the 
Scripture says, “And with great 
power gave the apostles witness 
of the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus: and great grace was upon 
them all.” Again we are told 
that there was a supernatural en- 
duement of power when they were 
filled with the Holy Spirit. 

This reference to an enduement 
of power from on high when peo- 
ple were filled with the Holy 
Spirit bobs .up again in Acts, 
chapter 6. The people had elected 
some deacons “full of the Holy 


And’ 


Ghost and wisdom.” Among 
them was Stephen, “a man full of 
faith and of the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 6:5). Then verse 8 tells 
us, “And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders and 
miracles among the people.” Ste- 
phen was endued with power from 
on high. And verse 10 tells us, 
“And they were not able to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by 
which he spake.” 

We mention the term, “power 
from on high,” first of the Bible 
terms because it is a descriptive 
term. It is actually a definition 
of What happened. The term is 
literal, not figurative. It is prac- 
tical and clear. To have the 
power of Pentecost, or to have 
what the disciples had at Pente- 
cost means simply that people 
must be endued with power from 
on high for service and witness- 
ing. 

There are other terms about 
the blessing of Pentecost. But 
let everybody who would under- 
stand the Scriptural meaning of 
Pentecost set up this rule for 
himself. No: terminology about 
Pentecost is accurate and truth- 
ful if it does not fit as a synonym 
for this terminology, “endued 
with power from on high.” Any 
term that means something else 
besides an enduement of power 
from on high is not correct Bib- 
lical terminology about the bless- 
ing of Pentecost. 

It is all right to speak of being 
“filed with the Spirit” if you 
mean endued with power from on 
high. It is all right to speak of 
being “baptized with the Spirit,” 
if you make it quite clear that 
you mean endued with power 
from on high. It is all right to 
speak of the pouring out of the 
Holy Spirit upon people, if you 
mean that they were endued with 
power from on high. It is oll 
right to speak of the gift of. the 
Holy Ghost, if you mean the ep- 
duement of power from on high. 
But it is wrong to use any termin- 
ology about what happened to the 
disciples at Penteost, if that 
terminology means anything else 
but an enduement of power from 
on high. This’ terminology is 
given as a divine definition from 
the lips of the Lord Jesus Him- 
self. We must not vary from the 
meaning that Jesus gave in these 
words to the Pentecostal experi- 
ence. 


Il. At Pentecost the Disciples 
Were “Filled With the 
Holy Ghost” 

Acts 2:4 describes the blessing 
that came on the disciples at Pen- 
tecost in these words, “And they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” The Scripture here does 
not speak of the indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit. Jesus had 
breathed upon them about a week 
before and said to them, “Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost” (John 20:22). 
The Holy Spirit, the day Jesus 
rose from the dead, had come in- 
to their bodies to dwell. But 
these disciples whose bodies were 
already the home of the Holy 
Spirit, now were filled with Him. 

This term, “filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” is the term more often 
used in the Bible than any other 
about the enduement of power 
which came at Pentecost. Con- 
Sider the following examples. 

In Acts 4:8 we are told, “Then 
Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, 
said unto them...” The context 
makes it clear that Peter here re- 
ceived a divine enduement which 
enabled him to witness for Christ 
with great power to the rulers 
and elders of Israel. 

In Acts 4:31 we are told how 


the same Christians who had 
been filled before were filled 
again. Strikingly enough, the 


Same nine words as are used in 
Acts 2:4 are used again in Acts 
4:31. These nine words. are 
“And they were ail filled with the 
Holy Ghost.” And again it was 
a supernatural enduement of 
power from on high that they 
received. 

The first deacons chosen were 
required to be men “full of the 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 6:3). Stephen 
was a man “full of faith and of 
the Holy Ghost” (Acts 6:5). 
When Stephen was about to be 
stoned to death, he preached to 
the crowd that included Saul of 
Tarsus. Acts 7:55 tells us, “But 
he, being full of the Holy Ghost,” 
saw the glory of God in Heaven 
and Jesus and then gave his won- 
derful testimony that cut Saul of

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animals. It is a regular zoologi- 
cal garden. Many animals are 
mentioned upon its pages and 
none without their signification. 
Whether the lion, the dog, the 
hog or the ass come into view, 
God is teaching us some profound 
truth. 


All four Gospels record the fact 
that the Lord Jesus rode into 
Jerusalem upon an ass. This in- 
cident, if we had nothing more, 
ought to lead us to look for some 
very important teaching and some 
glorious truths in connection with 
this creature who is often the 
butt of jokes and looked upon as 
the most stubborn of all animals. 
The Old Testament particularly 
is rich in its teaching relative to 
the lowly ass. This little crea- 
ture was the only one of all God's 
created beings that ever carried 
upon its back its Creator. May 
God help us to catch the blessed 
sweep of teaching as it 1s reveg)- 
ed here. 

As we face this passage it 
easy to discover that if the first 
born were to live, it had to be 
redeemed. If the life of another 
creature was sacrificed, then the 
ass would escape having its neck 
broken. It is apparent, then, that 


A Redeemer Was Needed 

One has said, in speaking of 
the animalism of man, that we 
carry in us the characteristics of 
each and every animal, qualities 
whether for praise or blame. The 
sinfulness of man is compared to 
the uncleanness of the dog; “the 
fierceness of the leopard; the sub- 
tlety of the serpent; the ravening 
of the lion; the stupidity of the 
sheep; the cunning of the. fox; 
the poison of the viper; the cru- 
elty of the bear; the wallowing 
of the sow; the wasting. of the 
boar; the devouring of the wolf 
and the stubbornness of the ass. 
It is this last that claims our at- 
tention just now. 

We may ask the question— 
what is man by nature? The Bi- 
ble suggests, “a wild ass.” “For 
vain man would be wise, though 
man be born like a wild ass’s 
colt” (Job 11:12). And accord- 
ing to another passage, man must 
be classified among the unclean. 
“Whatsoever parteth the _ hoof, 
and is clovenfooted, and cheweth 
the cud, among~“the beasts, that 
shall ye eat” (Lev. 11:3). Not 
being able to meet all these con- 
ditions, the ass, then, is unclean 
and a type of man in his sinful- 
ness.

I know there must be some ani- 
mal instincts in man by _ the 
names given to many popular 


eating houses about the country. 
This past summer we were in @ 
certain place and upon inquiry 
found that the “Puypole Cow” was 
the most popular eating place in 


Tarsus to the heart so that he 
could never get away from his 
conviction until he was saved. 

In Acts 9:17 we are told that 
Ananias came to the new con- 
vert, Saul of Tarsus, that he 
might receive his sight, “‘and be 
filled with the Holy Ghost.” 

Of Barnabas, the missionary 
companion of Paul, we are told, 
“For he was a good man, and 
full of the Holy Ghost and of 
faith: and much people was ad- 
ded unto the Lord” (Acts 11:24). 

On his missionary journey, 
Paul, at Paphos, faced Elymas 
the sorcerer who opposed him. 
“Then Saul, (who also is called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, 
set his eyes on him, And said...” 
(Acts 13:9, 10). Paul, filled 
afresh with the Holy Spirit, spake 
with power and proclaimed divine 
judgment upon the opposer. 

At Antioch of Pisidia great op- 
position was raised to the preach- 
ing of Paul and Barnabas and 
they were expelled out of that 
country and went to  Iconium. 
But many souls had been saved 
and Acts 13:52 tells us, “And the 
disciples were filled with joy, and 
with the Holy Ghost.” 

Another good reason for using 
the term, “filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” or “filled with the Holy 
Spirit,” is that in Ephesians 5:18 
all Christians of today are com- 
manded, “Be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled

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town. I was invited to dine with 
a friend at a restaurant named, 
“The Blue Boar.” Other places 
are designated .as ‘The Feed 
Trough, ”" “The Bull Pen” and the 
“Barn.” 


After presenting man as he is’ 
declared to be in the Bible, one 
man said to me, “If preahers 
can’t elevate man to something 
higher than the level of animals, 
I feel it is high time they quit 
preaching.” This person did not 
like to be brought face to face 
with his condition as God de- 
scribes it in His Word. Too often 
we elevate human nature, for- 
getting that sin has degraded it, 
and we renege when we have to 
face the real truth. Man's fall 
was not upward but downward 
and away from God. When Adam 
sinned, he ran and hid himself. 
There is no quest for God in fal- 
len man. Knowing what was in 
man, even Jesus would’ not trust 
Himself to him. 


Let us listen further to the 
Word. “A whip for the horse, 
a bridle for the ass, and a rod 
for the fool’s back” (Prov. 26:3). 
It is apparent from this that the 
horse needs the urge of the whip, 
but it is also apparent that the 
ass needs the restraint of the bri- 
dle. Perhaps it is hard to face 
and equally hard to say that by 
nature man is indeed a wild ass 
toward God. He does not like the 
divine restraint. Like the sheep, 
he has turned to his own way. 


In the face of the texts we have 
considered, this beast stands for 
and represents the stubborness 
and uncleanness of the natural 
man, and clearly points out from 
the typical point of view man’s 
need of redemption. Being wun- 
clean, it was unfit for service or 
sacrifice. It was under the sen- 
tence of death. It came into the 
world in this manner. The poor 
creature was under this condem-: 
nation not because it had done 
anything bad but because of what 
it was by nature—-stubborn and 
unclean. It needed a redeemer 
from judgment. 

The next thing I want you to 
note is that 

A Redeemer Is Provided 

The ass would live if'a redeemer'’ 
could be found. The reedemer 
was designated as a lamb, and this 
was provided for in the liffle 
woolly beast. If men dre to be 
spared eternally, a Lamb must 
be provided. The truth is appar- 
ent. Possibly some owner of the 
ass might.complain that this law 
was unjust, that the ass could 
not help being the firstborn. How- 


ever, the ass need not die, nor its 


owner lose the usefulness of his 

animal since a way was provided 

by which it could live. This, of 

course, was by way of a substi- 

tute. God made this provision 
. (Continued on Page 8) 
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with the Spirit.” All of us know 
that in the Bible “the Holy Spirit” 
and “the Holy. Ghost” mean the 
same Spirit of God. Both are 
translations of the same Greek 
words. And we are commanded 
to be filled with the Spirit, or to 
be filled with the Holy Ghost, 
just as were Bible Christians. 

It is my usual practice to use 
the term “filled with the Holy 
Spirit” (or “filled with the Holy 
Ghost”) more often than other 
terms because it is the more fre- 
quently used in the Bible.

iif. At Pentecost Those Wait- 
ing in the Upper Room Were 
Baptized With the Holy 
Ghost” 
One of the things the Lord 
Jesus clearly promised to the dis- 
ciples who were waiting to be 
endued with power from on high, 
was, “For John truly baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence” (Acts 1:5). And it 
was in explanation of this same 
statement that He said, “But ye 
shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me...” (Acts 1:8). The endue- 
ment of power and the baptism in 
the Holy Ghost were the same 
thing. They are different terms 
for the same blessing. To be bap- 
tized in the Holy Ghost means 
to be endued with power from on 
high. 

1, The Term, “Baptized With the 
Holy Ghost,” Should Be Used 
as a Synonym for Pente- 
costal Power 


If we want to understand the 
theaning of “baptized with the 
Holy Ghost,” we must remember 
that Jesus used this term in Acts 
1:5 as a synonym for being en- 
dued with power from on high, as 
He Himself explained in Acts 
1:8. In one verse He promised, 
“Ye shall be baptized with .the 
Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” Three verses later..He 
explained that this baptism with 
the Holy Ghost did not refer to 
His second coming or the restor- 
ation of the kingdom to Israel, 
“But,” said He, “ye shall receive 
power, after that™the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me...” Only 
by reading into the story of Pen- 
tecost in the Bible things that 
God did not put in that Scriptural 
account, can you make this prom- 
ise, “Ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence,” mean anything else but a 
synonym for an enduement of 
power from on high. Baptized 
with the Holy Ghost (or “baptiz- 
ed in the Holy Ghost,” as many 
. would translate it) is the termi- 


nology that Jesus Christ Himself} 


used about what would happen at 
Pentecost when the disciples were 
endued with power from on high. 


We have no right to say that 
Jesus meant He would begin the 
church at Pentecost when He 
said, ‘“Ye.shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” If Jesus had meant that 
the Holy Spirit would, at Pente- 
cost, baptize them into the body 
of Christ, He could have said so. 
But He did not say so. In fact, 
these disciples were already saved, 
and were already in the body of 
Christ which will be called out at 
the rapture. They were already 
members of that “general assem- 
bly and church of the firstborn, 
which are written in heaven’ 
(Heb. 12:23). To confuse Acts 
1:5 with I Corinthians 12:13 as 
if they were talking about the 
game thing, shows lack of care- 
ful scholarship and investigation. 
Jesus did not mean that these 
‘disciples at Pentecost would be 
put into the body of Christ by, 
the Holy Spirit, baptized inte that 
body, buried or submerged. into 
that body and made a part of it. 
No, they were already made mem- 
‘bers of this body of Christ, were 
already submerged or covered or 
baptized into the body of Christ. 
But at Pentecost they were to be 
buried or submerged or covered 


in the mighty power of the Holy 
Spirit from God. 


Many people these days avoid 
the term, “the baptism in the 
Holy Ghost.” But it is a Bible 
term. It is a term that Jesus 
Christ Himself used about the 
enduement of power from on high 
which came at Pentecost. If 
Jesus Christ used it for that en- 
duement, we have a right to use 
it, also. 


Not only did Jesus use that 
terminology, but long before, that 
terminology had been used by 
John the Baptist. 

In Matthew 3:11 we hear John 
the Baptist saying, “I indeed bap- 
tize you with water unto repen- 
tance: but he that cometh after 
me is mightier than I, whose shoes 
[am not worthy to bear: he shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost, 
and with fire.” Three or four 
years before Pentecost John had 
told the multitudes that they 
Should lok for one who would 
baptize them with the Holy Ghost. 

This teaching of John the Bap- 
tist, that the Lord Jesus would 
later baptize many with the Holy 
Ghost must be held very impor- 
tant, for it is mentioned in all 
four of the Gospels. In Mark 
1:8 John the Baptist is quoted as 
saying, “I indeed have baptized 
you with water: but he shall bap- 
tize you with the Holy Ghost.’’ In 
Luke 3:16 we are told, “John an- 
swered, saying unto them all, I 
indeed baptize you with water; 
but one mightier than I cometh, 
the hatchet of whose shoes I am 
net worthy to unloose: he shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire.” In John 1:33 we 
are told, “And I knew him not: 
but he that sent me to baptize 
with water, the same said unto 
me, Upon whom thou shalt see 
the Spirit descending, and remain- 
ing on him, the same is he which 
baptizeth with the Holy Ghost.” 

No reverent Bible student can 
ligthly regard the fact that in 
every one of the four Gospels 
John the Baptist is recorded as 
having said to all those who heard 
him that the Lord Jesus would 
baptize people with the Holy 
Ghost. The phrase “baptize with 
the Holy Ghost” is a Bible term. 
It was widely used in the minis- 
try of John the Baptist. In fact, 
this statement of John had be- 
come so widespread that Jesus 
Himself seems to have been quot- 
ing John the Baptist in Acts 1:5 
when He said, “For John truly 
baptized with water; but ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence.” Jesus 
was deliberately using. and en- 
dorsing. a term which had very 
wide currency already. 

2. Why the Term, “Baptized 
With the Holy Ghost,” Is 
Now in Reproach 
There are two reasons why 
many godly people have been dis- 
couraged from using this Bible 
terminology, “baptized with the 

Holy Ghost.” 

First, the term has been seri- 
ously abused and misused. To 
thousands of people the term 
simply means talking in tongues. 
In the minds of the public it is 
connected with many kinds of re- 
ligious extravagance and fanati- 
cism, Many people who devoutly 
Hold to a doctrine of being “bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost,” as 
they say, never once understood 
that that terminology referred to 
an enduement of power from on 
high. Many people have told me 


that they were “baptized with 
the Holy Ghost according to 
Acts 2:4,” when they’ simply 


meant. that they had had a re- 
ligious ecstasy, an emotional pe- 
riod of excitement and that they 
talked in some language or ton- 
gue, or what they thought was a 
language, unknown to themselves. 
Many such people have told me 
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“In many educational institu- 
tions that are supposed to be 
Christian, often the religious 
statements which are made by 
officers and teachers are vague 
and meaningless to the average 
mind. Bob Jones University 
states with clearness and em- 
phasis its orthodox Christian 
position. Every teacher at the 
beginning of each school year 
signs in the presence of faculty, 
students, patrons, and visitors 
the statement: ‘I believe in the 
inspiration of the Bible (both 
Old and New Testaments); the 
creation of man by the direct 
act of God; the incarnation and 
virgin birth of our Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ; His iden. 
tification as the Son of God; 
His vicarious atonement for the 
sins of mankind by the shed- 
ding of His blood on the cross;

from the tomb; His power to 
save men from sin; the new 
birth through the regeneration 
by the Holy Spirit; and the gift 
of eternal life by the grace of 
God.’ In addition to signing the 
orthodox creed of our institu- 
tion, day by day in chapel serv- 
ices, in the classroom, and in 
prayer groups, definite em- 
phasis is given to the the state- 
ment of the University creed. 
Our students go out into the 
world innoculated against mod- 
ernism, and that is not all: 
They go out into the world pos- 
itively orthodox and agegres- 
sively evangelistic. The Word

of God makes it plain that ‘the 
letter killeth.’ It is the Spirit 
that giveth life. Dead ortho- 
doxy is not enough. It is the 
positive statement of the Gos- 
pel truth that this age needs.

they were “baptized with the 


Holy Ghost” who had never won 
a single soul to Christ nor ever 
seriously tried to do so! It is 
fair to say, then, that our beloved 
friends of the Pentecostal Move- 
ment have sometimes brought 
great reproach on this term, “‘bap- 


tized with the Holy Ghost.” It is 
a Bible term, and we ought to 
redeem it from the abuse and 
misuse into which it has fallen. 

In this same connection people 
who teach that they have been 
“wholly sanctified” by a baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, that they have 
had the carnal nature eradicated 
by a baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
have helped to bring reproach on 
the term. To thousands of the 
best Christians the term, “bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost,” has 
a connotation of fanaticism and 
false claims and spurious emo- 
tional excitement. 

I do not say that those who 
have misunderstood and misused 
the term, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost,” are not good Christians. 
I do not say that they have not 
received great blessings of the 
Holy Spirit, or that many of them 
have not been truly, wonderfully 
endued with power from on high. 
But I say that the terminology 
has often been mistaken, and that 
the terminology has been abused 
by many in these movements so 
that the term, “baptized with the 
Holy Ghost,” to many people 
means talking in tongues or ex- 
travagant claims of holiness. But 
the terminology is Bible terminol- 
ogy, nevertheless, for what hap- 
pened at Pentecost, and we have 
a right to use Bible terminology. 

Besides the abuse which the 
term has received by those who 
use it much, it has become un- 
popular to use the term, “bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost,” be- 


cause of the teaching of John: 


Nelson Darby and other Plymouth 


‘Brethren teachers which has in- 


filtrated fundamental ranks very, 
very widely. This teaching that 
Pentecost was simply the techni- 
cal beginning of the church, that 
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Pentecost can never be repeated, 
that all poten- 
tially baptized into the body of 


Christ at Pentecost and that 
therefore no Christian need ever 
seek to be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, has brought the term into 
great disfavor. This teaching has 
been very largely reproduced in 
the notes of the Scofield Bible. 
In the notes on Acts 2:4 Dr. Sco- 
field says in part, “Every believer 
is born of the Spirit...indwelt by 
the Spirit, whose presence makes 
the believer’s body a temple... 
and baptized by the Spirit...” 
This teaching that Pentecost was 
the technical beginning of the 
church, that it can never be re- 
peated, that all Christians are 
now baptized in the Holy Spirit, 
and that no Christian should ever 
pray for the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit or otherwise seek that bap- 
tism, has infiltrated into practi- 
cally all the orthodox and funda- 
mental Bible institutes, and pro- 
mulgated by the Bible teachers 
who are influenced by the Scofield 


Christians were 
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Bible and by Moody Bible Insti- 
tute. 

The Scofield Reference Bible is 
the best reference Bible in the 
world, the one I constantly use. 
The Bible institutes and the Bible 
teachers who have been influ- 


enced by Darby are among the 
soundest and most. orthodox 
Christians, in most particulars 
concerning the inspiration of the 
Bible, the deity of Christ, the 
blood atonement, and salvation by 
faith. Among the Bible believers 
in America they are one of the 
Strongest influences for funda- 
mental Christianity. That they 
have been led wrong on this mat- 
ter is an unspeakable tragédy. It 
has resulted in playing down all 
the Bible teaching about Pente- 
cost, it has led to the discourag- 
ing of anybody who prayed for 
the power of Pentecost. It has 
deliberately discouraged the term, 
“baptized with the Holy Ghost.” 
Particularly orthodox Christians 
have been generally on the defen- 
Sive against the extremes of Pen- 
tecostalism and the tongues 
groups. So we have a whole gen- 
eration of fundamental Christian 
people who have been taught that 
they already have the Holy Spirit, 
that they are already baptized 
with the Holy Spirit, that they 
Should not pray for the Holy 
Spirit, and that they should not 
use the term, “baptized with the 
Holy Ghost,” about any endue- 
ment of power from Heaven. 


If these fundamental people 
who are influenced by Darby and 
the Plymouth Brethren group had 
simply discouraged the term, 
“baptized with the Holy Ghost,” 
and earnestly taught others to 
seek the power of the Holy Spirit, 
to seek with all their hearts to 
be “endued with power from on 
high,” in order to be witnesses 
for Chrisf, the result would not 
have been so bad. But in truth, 
the same group that teaches peo- 
ple that all Christians are now 
baptized in the Holy Ghost, that 
every Christian has all of the 
Holy Spirit that he can have, also 
discourage the seeking of the 
Holy Spirit in power. They dis- 
courage prayer for an enduerhent 
from Heaven. The _ result has 
been the decline of revivals. The 
result has been a generation of 
Christians with little emphasis on 
the Holy Spirit. 

There can be no doubt but that 
the decline in revivals, the growth 
of modernism and formalism in 
the churches, the _worldliness 
among church members can large-

odox, preacher in America. 
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ly be traced to this lack of prop- 
erly-balanced emphasis upon the 
Holy Spirit enduement which 
Christians should have, following 
the pattern of New Testament 
Christians. Without emphasis on 
the Holy Spirit, there is no reviv- 
al. Without emphasis on the 
Holy Spirit and His enduement for 
power, there is a tendency to- 
ward worldliness and away from 
Christian separation. There is 
a tendency away from_ soul 
winning. There is a_ tendency 
to minimize evangelism and mag- 
nify abstract Bible’ teaching 
Without an emphasis upon the Holy 
Spirit, there is a tendency away 
froin preaching against sin, and a 
tendency toward preaching to 
Please people instead of to arouse 
thein and convict them. 

If the Pentecostal groups 
the sanctification groups 
brought reproach on the term, 
“filed with the Holy Ghost, 
which Jesus Himself used about 
the enduement of power which 
came upon certain disciples at 
Pentecost, then likewise the ultra- 
disgensationalists who follow 
DayYby and Plymouth Brethren 
tea:hers have also brought re- 
proich upon the term and have 
bean guilty of teaching hungry 
Christians to despise the termin- 
oloixy and the promise of Jesus 
Christ, “Ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost. . .” 


& Why Did Jesus Use the Term, 
“Baptized With the 
Holy Ghost’? 

What does the term, “baptized 
with the Holy Ghost,”” mean? We 
know that Jesus used the term 
to refer to the enduement with 
power from on high. But why did 
He use such language? 

“Baptize” was a very familiar 
term in common use among God’s 
peeple in the life of Christ. John 
the Baptist had come baptizing in 
the River Jordan. Multitudes from 
alle over Judaea and Jerusalem 
went out to him and were baptized 
of him in Jordan, confessing their 
sins. The ministry of John the 
Baptist had profoundly shaken the 
entire Jewish nation. It is fair 
to assume, and surely we must 
as¥ume, that multiplied thousands 
of these who were baptized gen- 
uinely repented, turning from 
their sins to God and trusting in 
the Messiah, the Lamb of God 
whom John the Baptist preached. 
There was nothing wrong with the 
baptism of John. It was the bap- 
tism that Jesus Himself took glad- 
ly. It was the only baptism that 
the twelve apostles ever received. 
it was exactly the same kind of 
baptism which is taught in the 
Great Commission, that is, the 
baptism of a penitent believer -in 
Christ, as a public profession of 
his faith. John did not baptize 
people in order to save them, 
nor was there a particle of diff- 
erence in the plan of salvation 
which John preached and the plan 
of saivation which Jesus preach- 
ed. Compare the gospel as preach- 
ed by John in John 3:36 with that 
preached by Jesus in the same 
chapter! And when Jesus began 
His public ministry, the crowds 
flocked to hear Him and the 
etartling statement was made 
“that Jesus made and baptized 
more disciples than John, (Though 
Jesus Himself baptized not, but 
his disciples,)” (John 4:1,2). So 
practically everybody in the coun- 
try of the Jews knew about bap- 
tism and were accustomed to 
using the term for the immersion 
of a penitent believer in water. 

What does baptism mean? It 
means an immersion, a burial, the 
submerging of an object. New 
Testament and Christian baptism 
means the burial of a new convert 
in water, picturing the burial and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, as 
we are plainly told in Romans 
6:3-5. I say that baptism simply 
means that an object is submerg- 
ed or covered or buried or over- 
whelmed in some element, Jesus 
was overwhelmed with sufferings, 
and He referred to it as a baptism 
(Luke 12:50). The children of 
Israel, passing through the Red 
Sea with walls of water on each 
pide and covered with the cloud of 


and

God above them and around them, 
are said to have been “all bap- 
tized unto Moses in the cloud and 
in the sea” (I Cor. 10:2). So using 
a very familiar term Jesus made 
it into a figure of what would 
happen when the Holy Spirit 
should come upon the disciples at 
Pentecost. He said that they 
would be overwhelmed, buried, 
covered, submerged in the Holy 
Spirit, or “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost.”’ 

Literal, physical Christian bap- 
tism, of course, is the immersion 
of a believer’s body in water. 
Certainly when Jesus said, “Ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence,” He 
did not mean that God the Father 
would put the Holy Spirit in a 
litera] pitcher and _ physically 
pour the Holy Spirit upon the 
disciples until they were literally, 
physically covered, buried. Jesus 
was using a figure of speech. So 
we may properly say that the 
term, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost,” is a figurative term. Lit- 
eral baptism, everywhere in the 
Bible, is baptism in water. The 
Bible does not even usually Say, 
“water baptism,” as we usually 
do. If the Bible says a man was 
baptized, and says no more about 
it, we understand that it was lit- 
eral, physical baptism, not a fig- 
urative baptism such as the dis- 
ciples had at Pentecost when they 
were overwhelmed and submerged 
and covered with the Spirit of 
God. For instance in Ephesians 
4:5 “one baptism” means “the 
same baptism” and refers, I be- 
lieve, to baptism in water. 


Is there any difference in the 
meaning of “filled with the Holy 
Ghost” and “baptized with the 
Holy Ghost’? Do the two terms 
mean the same thing*? There 
might be a shade of difference in 
degree. For example, a cup might 
be filled with water and not be 
surrounded by water. Or a cup 
may be set in a dishpan and may 
be filled with water and also sur- 
rounded by water. It is possible 
to imagine that the very highest 
degree of power, the greatest de- 
gree of mastery of an individual 
by the Holy Spirit is pictured by 
the term, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost.”’ But for all practical pur- 
poses they are the same. Certainly 
Jesus used the term, “baptized 
with the Holy Ghost” about the 
same thing which is described in 
Acts 2:4 as “they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost.” When 
Jesus promised the blessing, He 
called it, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost.” When it came, Acts 2:4 
calls it, “filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” We have no right to make 
any important distinction when 
the Bible makes none at all. 

4. Should We Today Use the Term, 
“Baptized With the 
Holy Ghost”? 

Is it proper and right for a 
preacher of the gospe] now to use 
the term, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost”? It is a Bible term, a term 
used by John the Baptist and used 
by the Lord Jesus Himself, about 
the enduement of power that came 
at Penecost. Now should I use 
this Bible term in discussing the 
fullness of the Spirit, as Jesus used 
it? 

Here a word of caution is neces- 
sary. Every Christian must not 
only speak the truth, but he must 
also be understood correctly. 
Ievery man is accountable not only 
for what he actually says but also 
for what people understand him 
to say. So if I teach people that 
they ought to be “baptized with 
the Holy Ghost” and they under- 
Stand me to teach something 
Which is unscriptural and wrong, 
then I have been at fault. I have 
no right to use terminology in a 
way that teaches something which 
is not true to the Word of God. 
Even to use Bible terms in a way 
that will be misunderstood and 
will tend to encourage false doc- 
trine would be a mistake. So if 
I use the term, “baptized with the 
Holy Ghost,” I must make sure 
that people understand what I 
mean. If I use the term, “baptized 
with the Holy Ghost,” I must ex- 
plain my meaning. Usually I find 
it better to use the term, “filled 


with the Holy Ghost,” or “filled 
with the Spirit,” both of which 
are Bible terms, terms used much 
more often in the Bible and with 
the same meaning that I would 
give to the term, “baptized with 
the Holy Ghost.” The term used 
most in the Bible would properly 
be the term that Christians should 
use most today. 


Dr. R. A. Torrey who taught 
much on the Holy Spirit and was 
himself wonderfully endued with 
the power of God for soul win- 
ning, in one of ‘his books on the 
baptism of the Spirit suggests that 
a Christian might call his first 
great enduement with power, “the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost,” 
and that other and later endue- 
ments might be called, “fillings 
of the Holy Spirit.” I believe that 
the beloved Dr. Torrey was try- 
ing to avoid undue criticism, and 
there is some merit to what he 
says. Yet I am not thoroughly 
convinced that when Acts 2:4 
says, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost,” that should 
be called, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost,” and that when the same 
crowd “were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost” in Acts 4:31 and 
exactly the same nine words are 
used to describe the event, the 
second event should not be called 
the same name as the first. If 
one filling of the Holy Spirit was 
a baptism, I do not see why an- 
other filling with the Holy Spirit 
would not be a baptism. 


A misunderstanding of the 
term, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost,” springs from a very 


widely current misunderstanding 
of baptism itself. The Catholic 
church, up until about the thir- 
teenth century, baptized always 
by immersion, as did first century 
Christians, and early Catholic 
church buildings still standing 
have the large baptistries for the 
immersion of adults which were 
then used. The Catholic church 
had already begun to baptize in- 
fants, and now they began reg- 
ularly to use sprinkling or pouring 
instead of immersion. These facts 
may be found in the Catholic En- 
cyclopedia, and a fuller discussion 
in the author’s book, Bible Bap- 
tism. 


Now it naturally turns out that 
to Catholic writers and theol- 
ogians the Scriptural meaning of 
baptism is lost. They do not 
understand that baptism is the 
immersion of the believer as a 
profession of his faith in the Sav- 
iour who died for him, was buried 
and rose again. They do not 
understand that baptism pictures 
the believer’s death to sin and 
his being raised up to live in 
newness of life. So without any 
reference to the original meaning 
of the Greek word baptizo, Ca- 
tholics simply think of baptism 
as an initiation into the church. 
And practically the whole Protes- 
tant world has absorbed this 
Catholic perversion of the term! 
But the term baptism does not 
mean initiation, and never did in 
the Bible. Baptism means to im- 


merse, to plunge, to cover, to 
overwhelm, to dip. It does not 
mean initiation. So there is no 


logical reason why a person could 
not be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost a second time as well as the 
first time. Certain it is that the 
disciples were “all filled with the 
Holy Ghost” in Acts 2:4 and 
again they were “all filled with 
the Holy Ghost” in Acts 4:31. 
And it is equally certain that to 
be filled with the Holy Ghost at 
Pentecost was the same ag pap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. When 
a Christian is overwhelmed with 
the Holy Spirit, one may prop- 
erly say he is baptized with the 
Holy Spirit. 

But certainly this much is clear 
to us. In the Bible the enduement 
of power was usually called be- 
ing filled with the Holy Ghost. 
Christians would probably be 
wise to use such terms as are used 
most in the Bible. And certainly, 
beyond any shadow of doubt, any 
man who uses the term, “filled 
with the Holy Ghost,” ought to 
make it clear that he means what 
the Bible means. He ought not to 
leave the impression that he 
means talking in tongues, if he 
does not mean that. He ought not 
to leave the impression that he 
means the eradication of the car- 
nal nature, if he does not mean 
that. Any man who preaches or 


teaches the Word of God is ac- 
countable to God to use language 
so it will be clearly understood 
and so he will not in effect teach 
false doctrine while using Scrip- 
tural terms. So if you use the 
term, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost,” explain what you mean! 


Yet I could not honestly leave 
this topic without saying a great- 
ly needed word. And that is that 
down all the Christian centuries 
until the last few decades, Chris- 
tian leaders, great preachers and 
evangelists and great Bible teach- 
ers, have been almost unanimous 
in using the term, “baptized with 
the Holy Ghost” to mean an en- 
duement of mighty power from 
God. 


5. Greatest Soul Winners and 
Bible Teachers Have Called 
Pentecostal Power “Bap- 
tism With the Holy 
Ghost” 


Moody frankly called the power 
of Pentecost “the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit.” In the book, Moody, 
His Words, Work and Workers, 
is a long article by Moody with 
the heading, “The Baptism of the 
Holy Spirit for Service,” and he 
said, “... there is no use of send- 
ing out men who are not baptized 
for service.” 


Cc. I. Scofield used this term 
also, “baptized with the Holy 
Spirit,” as a synonym for soul- 
winning power. At the funeral of 
Moody, Dr. Scofield gave a short 
address in which he said: 

“The secrets of Dwight L. 
Moody’s power were: First, 
in a definite experience of 
Christ’s saving grace. He had 
passed out of death into life, 
and he knew it. Secondly,. he 
believed in the divine auth- 
ority of the Scriptures. The 
Bible was to him the voice of 
God, and he made it resound 
as such in the consciences of 
men. Thirdly, he was baptized 
with the Holy Spirit, and he 
knew it. It was to him as def- 


_ 


inite an experience as his con- 
version.” 

Dr. R. A. Torrey had a book 
copyrighted in 1895 and 1897 on 
The Baptism With the Holy 
Spirit. And he used the term all 


the way through that book to 
mean a special enduement of pow- 
er for Christian service and wit- 
nessing. Again in the year before 
he died, Dr. R. A. Torrey had 
published and copyrighted a book, 
The Holy Spirit, Who He Is and 
What He Does. It is still sold by 
Fleming Revell Publishers. The 
first half of the book includes lec- 
tures on the personality and work 
of the Holy Spirit. The second 
half of the book is largely a repe- 
tition of the matter included in 
the book written thirty years be- 
fore. And here Dr. R. A. Torrey 
expressly declares. again. and again 
that the baptism with the Holy 
Spirit is an enduement of power 
from on high, that the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit is for Christians 
today, that every Christian may 
know whether or not he has been 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, and 
that always the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost is a special prepara- 
tion and enduement for service 
and witnessing. 

But Dr. R. A. Torrey used the 
term, “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost,” just as D. L. Moody did. 
Torrey worked with D. L. Moody. 
Again and again by special re- 
quest by D. L. Moody, Dr. Torrey 
gave his lecture on The Baptism 
With the Holy Ghost. And D. L. 
Moody continually urged people 
to seek to be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. He himself frankly 
said that after two years of earn-

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est burden on this matter he had 
received a might baptism with 
the Holy Ghost. 

The teaching of Torrey and of 
Moody was the original teaching 
of Moody Bible Institute. It was 


the teaching of the evangelists 
that were associated with them. 


Charles G. Finney frankly and 
repeatedly used the term, ‘a bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost.” In Fin- 
ney’s Autobiography, he tells of 
his own experience as follows: 

“As I went in and shut the door 
after me, it seemed as if I met the 
Lord Jesus Christ face to face. 
* * * He said nothing, but looked 
at me in sych a manner as to 
break me right down at His feet. 
I wept aloud like a child, and 
made such confessions as I could 
with my choked utterance.” * * * 
“As I turned and was about to 
take a seat by the fire, I received 
a mighty baptism of the Holy 
Ghost * * * No words can express 
the wonderful love that was shed 
abroad in my heart. I wept with 
joy and love.” 

In his Lectures on Revivals, 
Finney said: “Every step of pro- 
gressein the Christian life is taken 
by a fresh and fuller appropri- 
ation of Christ by faith, a fuller 
baptism of the Holy Spirit.” 

Spurgeon spoke of people being 
baptized with the Holy Ghost 
when he meant endued with power 
from on high. J. B. Gambrell, B. 
H. Carroll and L. R. Scarborough, 
mighty soul-winning leaders 
among Southern Baptists, used 
similar terminology and did it in 
print many timeg. As a boy I 
read editorials by J. B. Gambrell 
in the Baptist Standard in which 
he said that the crying need of 
the churches everywhere was for 
Christians to be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. He meant what prac- 
tically all the great soul winners 


and-orthodox Christian leaders in 
the Worldiieant in those days ‘by 
the. terminology. 


-In--feeent decades 


the Holy Ghost.’ A recent article 
by a godly man, a dear friend of 
mine, said that Dr. R. A. Torrey 
“was mistaken in his terms.’”’ Who 
is there who is fit to say that Dr. 
Torrey was mistaken in his 
terms? Dr. R. A. Torrey was one 
of the greatest Bible teachers 
America ever saw. He was a 
thorough scholar, with two de- 
grees from Yale, and work in two 
German universities. And besides 
that, he had unusual fitness to 
speak on the matter of the power 
of the Holy Spirit because beyond 
any controversy he himself was 
endued with the mighty power 
from on high. He himself exem- 
plified the power of the Holy 
Spirit. Why should some sophisti- 
cated Bible teacher who never had 
any great manifestation of the 
Holy Spirit upon him, never had 
a mighty revival, never turned 
thousands of sinners to Christ— 
Why should any such man feel 
himself so thoroughly capable of 
setting Dr. R. A. Torrey, D. L, 
Moody, C. I. Scofield, Charles G. 
Finney and the other great soul 
winners right on their teaching 
about the Holy Spirit ? 

Consider for a moment a Ppar- 
able. A certain man set out for a 
city in a far country. Of two men 
he asked advice. The first adviser 
had never been to the city. In fact, 


he told the inquiring wayfarer 
that there was some doubt 
whether the city now existed. 


Very probably, he thought, it had 
once existed but had later dis- 
appeared entirely. He had never 
been along the road, but he gave 
learned advice to the pilgrim as 
to every turn he should take if 
he would reach the city. But in 
fact he doubted if the city now 
existed and thought the wayfarer 
was wasting his time to seek it. 


The other adviser said plainly, 
“I know there is such a city. I 
have been there myself. I know 
every step. of the road because I 
have travelled it and I will tell you 
the way to the city you seek, Then

g0 forward boldly, you will find 
it even as I have told you.” 

Now to which of these advisers 
should the Wayfaring man listen? 
The first adviser is the Bible 
teacher. All over America many 
godly Bible teachers, good men, 
devoted men, Bible-believing men, 
Say that now there is no more 
baptism with the Holy Ghost 
except what people received when 
they were converted. They tell 
young Christians who long to have 
all the power and blessing that 
God has for them, that they ought 
not to pray for the Holy Spirit, 
that to “tarry” will likely lead to 
fanaticism. They say that the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost was 
finished entirely at Pentecost 
when the church and all future 
Christians were in some mystical 
manner “potentially baptized in 
the Holy Ghost.” But these Bible 
teachers do not claim themselves 
to have been wondefully endued 
with power from on high for wit- 
nessing. They have had no great 
revivals. They have seen no mar- 
velous manifestations of the Holy 
Spirit. They represent the adviser 
who had never been to the city 
and yet with very learned lang- 
uage discussed the road with the 
inquiring pilgrim. 

The other adviser represents the 


great evangelists. The great 
evangelists and soul winners, al- 
most without exception, teach 


that there is a definite enduement 
with power from on high which 
Christians should seek. They be- 
seech us to earnestly pray for the 
fullness of the Spirit. They often 
call that heavenly anointing and 
heavenly enduement “the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost.” I maintain 
that on this matter the men wh 
God has blessed, the men whom 
God has honored, the men in 
whom God has demonstrated the 
mighty Pentecostal enduement, 
are more trustworthy advisers 
than those men _who have never 
paid the price for the fullness of 
power, have hever had great re- 
Vivals, have never won multi- 
tudes to Jesus. The evangelists 
tikes Moedy .and .Torrey = and 
Chapman and Spurgeon, the great 
soul-.winners who weré ' endued 
with power from.on high them- 
selves are more worthy .of our 
respect on this matter than all the 
Bible teachers who follow Darby 
and the _ ultra-dispensationalists 
but who themselves never experi- 
enced the mighty manifestation of 
the power of God. 


Here I pause to nail down an 
unworthy and untrue rumor. Dr. 
R. A. Torrey was, as the reader 
will know, the most influential 
force in the establishment of Bible 
institutes in America. He organ- 
ized Moody Bible Institute and, 
working with D. L. Moody, inau- 
gurated the Bible institute cur- 
riculum. He likewise helped to 
found and establish the Los An- 
geles Bible Institute. So Dr. R. A. 
Torrey’s teaching on the Holy 
Spirit has been a focal point of 
attack by the followers of Darby 
and others who would discourage 
people from seeking to be filled 
with the Holy Spirit as a special 
enduement of power from on high. 
And these people who have op- 
posed the teaching of D. L. Moody 
and R. A. Torrey have whispered 
it about that “Dr. Torrey changed 
his conviction about the Holy 
Spirit before he died. If Dr. Tor- 
rey had it to do over he would 
change all his teaching about the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit.” 

Every reader can very easily find 
out for himself that there is no 
truth in such a charge. A man who 
has gone to Heaven can usually 
not speak for himself to defend 
himself from misquotation and 
misrepresentation. Fortunately Dr. 
R. A. Torrey can defend himself. 
And here is how Dr. Torrey shows 
that he never changed his mind 
about the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit or the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost, In 1895 Dr. R. A. 
Torrey wfote a book, The Bap- 
tism With the Holy Spirit. It was 
copyrighted in 1895 and 1897. Dr. 
R. A. Torrey at that time was 
thirty-nine years of age, a ma- 
ture Christian leader. In that 


book Dr. R. A, Torrey plainly said 
that he himself had been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, that the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost wa¥ so 
definite that Christian 
might know the Bible 
whether or not he had received it, 
and that every Christian should 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost. 


But did Dr. Torrey change his 
mind? No, Dr. Torrey became 
world-famous as an evangeiist. He 
went around the world and hun- 
dreds of thousands of souls were 
turned to Christ under his min- 
istry. Then he returned to the 
United States. He was now an 
old man. He helped to establish 
the Bible Institute of Los Angeles. 
He wrote many books. He held 
revival campaigns. He preached 
in Bible conferences all over 
America. Then as an old man he 
wrote another book on the Holy 
Spirit. It is still published, The 
Holy Spirit, Who He Is and What 
He Does, published by Fleming 
Revell, (the same publishers who 
published his other volume.) In 
this book Dr. Torrey goes over 
the same ground as the volume 
written many, many years before. 
Again Dr. Torrey says that he 
himself has been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. Again he says that 
the bap.ism of the Holy Ghost is 
so definite that every Christian 
may know whether or not he has 
received it. He says that the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost in every 
case in the Bible was for an 
enduement of power for service 
and witnessing. He says again 
that every Christian should be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. The 
book was published in 1927. Dr. 
Torrey: was then seventy-one 
years old. And in 1928 Dr. Torrey 
died. One year before he died, 
when he was seventy-two years 
old, Dr. Torrey restated, in great 
detail, his teaching on the Holy 
Spirit. 


every

Now for anybody to try to say 
that Dr. Torrey changed his po- 
Sition in later years and did not 
believe and did not preach what 
he before had taught, with D. L. 
Moody, betrays ignorance of the 
facts. Do not believe what any- 
body tells you, if they hint that 
Dr. Torrey changed his position 
on the Holy Spirit in later years. 
Read for. yourself what Dr. Tor- 
rey has to say in 1895 and then 
thirty-two years later. in 1927, 
in the book published just before 
his death. 

It is true that Dr. Torrey, after 
the Pentecostal Movement led 
many to seeking tongues, was 
very careful in his statements to 
explain that he did not mean, by 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
what Pentecostal groups meant. 
He frequently said that it did not 
matter so much if there were 
differences. in terminology, just 
SO people really received the full- 
ness of the Spirit and the endue- 
ment of power from on high. Dr. 
Torrey was not making a fetish 
of certain language. He was will- 
ing to use different terms to be 
clearly understood. But Dr. Tor- 
rey did not change his position on 
the baptism of the Spirit or the 
fullness of the Spirit. Any who 
think he did change ought to read 
for themselves. Dr. Torrey's 
statements and see that they have 
been misled. 


Let us bring back the Bible ter- 
minology on the subject of the 
Holy Spirit. Let us again, when 
necessary use the term, “baptized 
with the Holy Ghost,” as the great 
soul winners down through the 
years used it. But let us make 
sure that the public understands 
what we mean and let us make 
Sure that we use the term as a 
Synonym for “endued with power 
from on high,” as Jesus Himself 
used it.

1—God 
is holy, 
good. 


can 


righteous, sinless, pure, 
To Him sin is repulsive, 
abominable. He hates sin with all 
His being. But in the believer's 
case He is the “Justifier,” that is, 
He counts him righteous, and has 
given the believer the place of 
sonship. He put an everlasting 
stigma upon sin when He allowed 
His Son, after a blameless life, to 
die an atoning death for man, 
the creature’s sin. Through this 
death, He—God, condemned sin. 
Now God is our divine ally. He 


spared not His own Son. He 
placed on Him the penalty of our 
sins. Reverentially, He can’t lay 
anything to our charge, or con- 
demn us, because this would be 
a travesty on His Son—the be- 


liever’s Saviour. 

2—Men. 

Men are prone to condemn. It 
of man’s besetting sins. 
it is written, “Thou 
that judgest another, doest the 
same things.” To show the in- 
consistency of laying things to) 
the charge of others, it is writ-| 
ten: “Who art thou that judgest) 
another man’s servant?” If men} 
assume the place of judges, they 
are as guilty as the men they 
pass judgment upon. So this 
rules out the possibility of con- 
demnation from this direction, 

3—Satan. 

He has been rightly called ‘the 
accuser of the brethren.” It is 
declared in the Word of God, that 
he “accuses them day and night 
before God.” Satan is a fallen 
archangel. He has access to God. 
One of the clearest pictures of this 
nefarious work of Satan is set 
forth in the early chapters of the 
book of Job. He is assuming the 
place of prosecuting attorney. He 
is against all who become Chris- 
tians. He hates all who accept 
the Lord Jesus Christ. But the 
sinless, righteous, perfect life of 
the Son of God and His atoning 
death on the cross has rendered 
him powerless. In the face of 
the cross, he has been silenced. 

4—Our Own Hearts. 

“If our heart condemn us not, 
then have we confidence toward 
God.” But they do. They often 
do. This is the spot in our being 
where the conscience is at home. 
What misery this has brought to 
the hearts of millions! How un- 
comfortable, how miserable, how 
wretched our hearts have been 
able to make us. This misery is 
often endured by the best people, 
the more decent element, yea, 
even the most conscientious Chris- 
tians. Why? Because of their 
integrity, honesty. When they 
face things honestly, when they 
see the perfect life of Jesus Christ, 
when they read the perfect stand- 
ards of living in the Bible, they 
recognize they have missed the 
mark. However, God has made 
provision for all this through His 
Son. He has made a 

“Three-fold Provision” 
1—God Justified. 

To understand what this means, 


is one 
No wonder 


allow us to refer to the first 
chapters of Romans. Here St. 
Paul sets forth that God has 
found the barbarian world, the 


pagan Greeks, and the religious 
Jews equally guilty before God. 


This is the verdict; “All have 


sinned,” “There is none that doeth 
good.” He judged all guilty, and 
made arrangements by which He 
could have mercy upon all. This 
mercy is offered to those who ac- 
cept His Son. This sublime 
teaching is called, “Justification by 


Faith.” This sublime strain of 
peace, joy, hope and trust is 
found everywhere in the New 
Testament. That is, there is 
safety, certainty and assurance 
for them that are “in Christ.” 


God does something else for the 


believer. The moment Christ is 
accepted from the heart, the Holy 
Spirit of God omes into that 
heart, and this grants the “wit- 
ness of the Spirit.” To sum it 
up, God who could judge, lay 
things to our account, gives us 
clearance papers, clears us from 
all charges. All has been laid 
upon His Son, adequately, eternal- 
ly dealt with. This is the “fin- 
ished work of Christ” in which 
Christians trust, 

2—Christ Died. 

That is, the sinless One—the 
perfect One—died. “He hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 


knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him.” Notice carefully, “in Him.” 
What a perfect place of safety 
and security. His blood avails 
for all sin. Sin-was brought to 
the cross. Now—God remembers 
it no more. “Their sins and in- 
iquities. will I remember against 
them no more.” What a gospel! 
What a hope! Our feelings may 
change like the weather, but 
God’s work of justification and 
Christ's atoning work remain un- 
changed. Satan may cause fluc- 
tuations in our enjoyment. of 
Christ's salvation, but God brings 
no charges. Satan may accuse, 
but in the face of the “Five 
Bleeding Wounds” Christ received 
on Calvary, he toc is paralyzed 
into speechlessness. 


3—God’s Provision for the 
Heart. 

How our hearts need to be sus- 
tained! How prone they are to 
doubt! This is why it is written 
for our consolation: “If our heart 
condemn us, God is greater than 
our heart.’ That is, our salva- 


tion is never dependent upon our 


changing moods. God asks us to 
take a look at His reaction to 
Jesus Christ, when He became 
the embodiment of our sins. Here 
it is: “He raised him from the 
dead.” What a job He made of 
sin! Christ’s whole life con- 
demned sin in the days of His 
flesh. Then on the cross He be- 
came the eternal embodiment of 
sin and sins. What a _ sublime 
event in the annals of history! 


The cross stands between the two 
eternities of the past and future. 
What a light it presents of sin! 


What a commentary of its de- 
merit! What an abominable 
thing it shows sin to be! But 
that’s not all. He is risen again. 
The price is accepted. God raised 
Him up in the flesh. He took 


that body, glorified, into the heav- 
ens. There it is, enthroned. 
There He is, in that body, mak- 
ing intercession for us. How that 
ought to take care of our hearts! 
It is also written that “we are 
seated together in heavenly places 
in Christ.”” In our representative 
we are there! 

There He sits. 
our behalf is finished. He stands 
there against all accusations. 
The debts are all paid. He under- 
took that. The righteous demands 
of a holy God adequately met, 
both by His life and death. He 
made the payment. The resur- 
rection was God’s receipt. 

Some twenty-one years ago, 
after the death of my first wife, 
the trustees of First Mennonite 
Church, Kitchener, Ontario spoke 
thus: “You and your three girls 
have had a number of years of 
Strain, through the lingering ill- 
ness of your wife, and the more 
serious heartache of the last 
month prior to her death. We 
want you and the girls to take a 
month away from here. Take 
the girls to their grandparents’ 
home and elsewhere. We'll ar- 
range for someone to take over 
the pulpit during the period of 
your absence.” To which I re- 
plied: “Thanks, brethren, for the

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trayed into the hands of sinners. 
We are in an hour of crisis now 
and our Lord is being betrayed in 
more ways than one, not only in 
the world but in the lives of 
Christians and in churches. Ju- 
das betrayed Him not with a kick 
but with a kiss, and He is be- 
trayed oftener with a show of 
affection than any other way. We 
draw nigh Him with our mouths 
and honor Him with our lips but 
our hearts are far from Him. 


Many Sleep While Christ 
Is Betrayed 


If we do not betray Him, we 
sleep while it is being done. And 
the Saviour looks sadly on His 
slumbering disciples and asks, 
“Why sleep ye? What, could ye 
not watch with me one hour? 
Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation: the spirit in- 
deed is willing, but the flesh is 
weak.” The record tells us that 
He went and prayed the second 
time and returned only to find 
them still asleep. He looked for 
some to take pity but there 
was none; and for comforters but 
He found none. This time He 
uttered those strange words, 
“Sleep on now,, and take your 
rest: behold, the hour is at hand, 
and @he Son of man is betrayed 


into the hands of sinners.” 
Whether this was irofy or not 
the scholars do not agree. But 
one thing is certain. In today’s 
hour of peril our Lord stands 
among slumbering saints con- 
cerned only with “Yet a little 
sleep, a little slumber, a little 
folding of the hands to sleep.” 
We do no care. Jeremiah could 


ask, “Is it nothing to you?” As 
Amos puts it, “We are not griev- 
ed for the affliction of Joseph.” 
We know nothing of Paul's great 
heaviness and continual sorrow in 
heart. It is an exhausted age 
and Satan has been quick to take 
advantage of it. “That Tired 
Feeling” is one of our pet phras- 
es. Everybody is always tired. 
We are always resting and yet 
always fatigued . This ulcer and 
aspirin era crowds doctors’ and 
psychiatrists’ offices and the sale 
of sleeping pills and powders 
breaks. all records. 


We blame it on the war. Per- 
haps our labor-saving devices have 
something to do with it! Our 
grandmothers brought up large 
families with never a vacation, 
but we wear ourselves out turn- 
ing on and off our labor-saving 
gadgets which the machine age 
promised would give us leisure! 
We are in an hour of appalling 
crisis with the world on fire but 
there is no use tryiig to wake 
people up with the crisis ap- 
proach. Paint the horrors of the 
coming push-button war with all 
the lurid fearfulness of a mad- 
man’s dream, but it does no good. 
For years we have been fed on 
emergencies and we have reached 
the saturation point. The race is 
unutterably weary and wants 
only to forget it all. Of course 
that is exactly what Satan wants, 
and on top of our natural tired- 
mess.he has stupefied the age 
with a hypnotic languor when we 
ought to be most alert, 


No wonder the Bible abounds 
with exhortations to watch and 
pray, stir up the gift of God, 
awake out of sleep, gird the loins 
of our minds, walk circumspectly. 
Sadly the Saviour shakes His 
head and says, “Sleep on now and 
take your rest.” We sleep late 
and waste hours that would give 
us a working knowledge of the 
Bible. We hurry to bed with a 
brief and thoughtless prayer or 
none at all. We sit in church 
heavy and listless and even criti- 
cal, We stay at home _ from 
prayer-meeting while the Devil 
packs the show-pleces of sin and 
deliberately disobey God's com- 
mand to forsake not the assem- 
bling of ourselves together. Our 
rest is very important when we 
can take it at God’s expense! 


Christians Asleep Are Chris- 
tians Out of Fellowship 


Church members can sit’ for 
hours in theatres weeping over 
the glycerine tears of Hollywood 
divorcees, but an hour at church 
leaves them complaining like the 


people of Malachi’s day, “Behold, 
what a weariness is it!” 


How can we sleep in such an 
hour? How could those disciples 
sleep in the garden? I do not now 
speak for James and John but 
I can understand why Peter slept. 
He was not in close fellowship 
with his Lord. He had contra- 
dicted Him, he was swollen with 
pride and self-conceit. Soon he 
would be following afar off, 
warming at the enemy’s fire and 
then denying that he ever knew 
the Saviour. No wonder he slept 
and no wonder we sleep. A sleep- 
ing Christian is a Christian out of 
fellowship. We sleep because the 
burden of a lost world, the state 
@f the church and the plight of 
our own hearts mean nothing. 
We can lose our hats and heads 
at football, grow eloquent over 
politics and talk business by the 
hour, but the fellowship of His 
sufferings is Greek to us. What 
does it matter that the Son of 
man is betrayed into the hands 
of sinners? What does it matter 
that the fields are white unto 
harvest? What does it matter 
that all around us are men and 
women without God and hope in 
the world? 


Soon will the season of rescue

We even sing, “I'll go with Him 
through the garden,” but “Sleep 
on now and take your rest” is 
the only thing He said in the 
garden that we obey! 

In fact, “Take It Easy” is one 
of the slogans of the day and we 
are doing just that. No wonder 


the church has moved from 
“Amen” to “So what!” 
Christ Says to Christians, 
** Arise!” 


But our Lord said one thing 
more: “Rise, let us be going: be- 
hold, he is at hand that doth be- 
tray me.” You see, His enemies 
did not sleep. ‘Satan’s disciples 
are not slumbering. Dvring the 
War, plenty of Christians were 
too tired to go to church, but the 
Devil’s crowd was not too weary 
to pack the dance halls. In our 
Lord’s parable, while men slept 
the enemy sowed tares, and while 
Crristians sleep today Satan 
works his mischief. Satan does 
a half-day’s work while the saints 
are getting breakfast. 

“Rise, let us be going!” Our 
Lord stands among us, grieved at 
our carnal stupidity. Can we not 
watch with Him‘one hour? It is 
not easy to rouse ourselves when 
we are half- asleep and we resent 
anyone disturbing us. But this 
is a tragic hour and it is shame- 
ful to slumber. Too many of our 
church gatherings are _ glorified 
picnics. There is no burden from 
the Lord. There is too much 
pleasantry and levity and frivol- 
ity. Yes, we must relax but we 
relax pretty much like the world 
relaxes except that we do it un- 
der religious auspices! After all, 
there is something in the Book 
about waiting on the Lord and 
renewing our strength. There is 
a lot of eating.and drinking and 
joking that may have its place 
in normal times but one does not 
think of such things in an hour 
of personal tragedy and they are 
out of place in an hour of world 
disaster. 


Once a man really takes stock 
of his own heart, he will be alarm- 
ed at the ease with which he can 
sleep in Gethsemane. I marvel at 
how many other things come to 
mind when I try to pray. I am 
amazed at how much easier it 
often is to reach for the newspa- 
per instead of the Bible. I am 
aghast at how stupid and dull 
and unresponsive I can be, how 
I can sleep and take my rest 
while the enemies of my Lord 


prepare to take over the world.

Dr. Scofield was 
unduly influenced by Darby and 
I am sorry to say the Scofield 


Bible is the foundation of much 
ultra - dispensational teaching 
which has been very harmful in 
this country. I use the Scofield 
Bible and think it is the best in 
the world, but it is obviously 
wrong on several matters. How 
silly to say what Jesus taught 
about forgiveness and what Paul 
taught about forgiveness in Ephes- 
ians 4:32 contradict each other! 
Matthew 6:12, 14, 15 speak of the 
daily forgiveness and - cleansing 
and fellowship of the child of 
God who is already saved and has 
his sins laid on Jesus Christ. 
Though a Christian has all of his 
sins laid on Christ and forgiven, 
as, far as the damnation of his 
soul is .concerned, yet any sins 
not confessed and forgiven day 
by day grieve the Spirit and 
break our fellowship with the 
Father. You see, there are two 
senses in which the term forgive- 
ness is used. Jesus said to Chris- 
tians, “But if ye forgive not men 
their traespasses, neither will your 
Father forgive your trespasses”’ 
(Matt. 6:15) . Here He refers to 
the daily necessary cleansing and 
renewal of fellowship of Chris- 
tians which would certainly be 
blocked by our unforgiveness. But 
Ephesians 4:32 says, “And be ye 
kind one to another, tenderheart- 
ed, forgiving one another, even as 
God for Christ’s sake hath for- 


in the Lermon on the 


given you.” That means that a 
Christian was once for all saved, 
forgiven with all his sins laid on 
Jesus Christ and blotted out. 
Ephesians 4:32 refers to the for- 
giveness in salvation. Jesus, in 
Matthew 6:12, 14, 15 refers to 
the daily cleansing and removal 
of offence between God and His 
own child who is already saved. 

Again I say it is a crime for 
anybody to teach that one part 
of the Bible contradicts another. 

The simple truth is that there 
never was any different plan of 
forgiveness and salvation from 
the way God forgives sinners now. 
The law never did save people and 
there never was any plan of sal- 
vation except by free grace, on 
the merits of the atonement 
Christ made on Calvary. Here is 
the very worst heresy of J. N. 
Darby’s influence, and I believe 
careful meditation and study on 
these points will show you how 
bad it is. 


Jesus did not come, as you say, 
“exclusively to the ‘lost sheep of 
the house of Israel’ (Matt, 10: 
5, 6).” In the passage mentioned, 
Jesus simply instructed the twelve 
who went before Him to prepare 
the way of His tour to stay with- 
in the country of the Jews for this 
evangelistic tour. The words of 
Jesus to the Syrophenician wo- 
man, “I am not sent but unto 
the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel” (Matt. 15:24) were ob- 
viously intended to show the ab- 
surdity of the idea which the 
twelve apostles had. Actually 
Jesus was’ that moment in “the 
coast sof Tyre and Sidon,” and 
went there expressly with the 
thought in mind of preaching and 
teaching Gentiles. And the wo- 
man knew Him better than did 
the disciples, for she kept plead- 
ing. And then Jesus proved His 
meaning by answering the wo- 
man’s prayer. 

Besides, to take Matthew 15:24 
as a serious statement of Christ, 
that He was sent only to Jews, 
would prove that His mission ev- 
en today was only to Jews if it 
would prove that of His earthly 
ministry. 

It is true that we are now 
“translated into the kingdom of 
his dear Son.” That is; -we 
Christians have Christ. in. our 
hearts and acknowledge. Him as 
Lord. But the earthly kingdom 
of Jesus is not yet set up, His 
kingdom has not yet come in 
which God’s will will be done.on 
earth as it is in Heaven and 
when the knowledge of the Lord 
shall cover the earth as waters 
cover the sea. So Christians 
ought to fervently and intelligent- 
ly pray the Lord’s prayer, “Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done, 
as in heaven, so in earth.” 

I thank you for your letter and 
I trust you will study very seri- 
ously the things we have said 
here.

But studies have been com- 
pleted, outlines prepared, and, by 
the Lord’s mercy, it is hoped that 
within a few weeks’ time the man- 
uscript can be completed. Then

Revolution with atheists at the 
head ruled and raved in France 
while England was having the per- 
fect religious revival in its his- 
tory under John Wesley.

Should Christian Wives Obey 
Unsaved Husbands?

Dear Mrs. P. : 

I agree with you that God 
should come first with everybody. 
Wives should put God before hus- 
bands, children should put God 
before parents, and all of us 
should put God before govern- 
ment. 

Or to put it in other words, I 
think the command to love God 
with all your heart, mind and soul 
is more important than the com- 
mand to love your neighbor as 
yourself. I think it is more im- 
portant to love and trust Jesus 
Christ than it is to pay honest 
debts, or quit stealing. God comes 
first. 

But where you are mistaken is 
when you suppose that you need 
to break some of God’s commands 
in order to keep the others. You 
do not need to hate your neigh- 
bors in order to love God. A 
woman does not have to be a poor 
wife in order to be a good Chris- 
tian. Children do not have to dis-

thy father and mother,” in order 
to serve God. Rather, the more

in order to keep other commands. 

Do you think that if women dis- 
obey their husbands, they will be 
better Christians, that more souls 
will be saved? Of course, you 
and I know that that is not true. 
Souls are not saved by wives 
their husbands and by

ten to her. I have never said that 
a Christian woman ought to go to 
taverns with her husband, ought 
to dance or gamble with him or 
curse as he does. That is not my 
inference. I know that no Chris- 
tian woman ought to do such 
things, and I know if she is what 
she ougii to be, her husband will 
not commend it either. So I think 
where a woman ouzht to start 
obeying is on the things that do 
not violate her conscience, and 
then she will find that she will 
never have to violate her con- 
science, in obeying her husband. 

Again I call your attention to 
Ephesians 5:24 which says, 
“Therefore as the church is sub- 
ject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in 
every thing.” Since I believe the 
Bible is the verbally inspired and 
infallible Word of God, I honestly 
do not know any way to make 
that verse mean something else. 
When God says everything, I be- 
lieve He means that. I believe 
that if a Christian woman will 
simply say, “That is in God’s 
Word, d I will try to obey it,” 
and will trust the Lord for help, 
she will find that it works wonder- 
fully, and that she will never have 
occasion to do wrong by obey- 
ing God. 

1 believe just as strongly as you 
that every woman ought to 
love God before her husband, and 
set out to obe¥ God first. But then 
obeying God will involve doing 
what God commanded about her 
husband. And then God must keep 


His promise and protect that 
woman and reach the husband's 
heart, as He promised to do.

There are men who say it is not 


their fault that they were born 
sinners. They could not help 
possessing a carnal nature that 
made it easier for them to do 
wrong than right. And since they 
had no choice in the matter, God 
would be to blame if they were 
lost. A lot of folk are always 


ready to lay the blame upon God 
as they seek to justify their own 
evil course. They charge God 
with evil. But no one need perish 
since God sent His Son into the 
world to die that all men might 
be saved. It is not His will that 
any should perish but that all 
Should come to repentance. 

We read, “I will also save you 
from all your uncleannesses .. .” 
(Ezek. 36:29). Herein is our hope 
because it reveals that God is able 
and willing to do what we cannot 
do ourselves. No ass could re- 
deem itself. The work had to be 
done by its owner. No man can 
reedem himself. The work must 
be done by the Creator, and we 
can praise God that it has been 
done in our behalf, It is hard to 
get people to see this a to 
avail themselves of the price that 
was paid for their redemption. 
God will not force it upon His 
creatures, though He has made 
ample provision for them. 

But in view of the divine pro- 
vision of grace, there are multi- 
tudes who foolishly feel they can 
redeem themselves. They want 
to work their way through to 
glory, and, like Naaman of old, 
are amazed to think that they 
cannot. The rich young ruler of 
whom the Lord Jesus’_ spoke 
wanted, to inherit the blessing of 
God by keeping the command- 
ments. We need to learn the words 
of the hymn which says, 

Nothing in my hand I bring, 

Simply to Thy cross I cling. 
All the merit is in the cross and in 
what Jesus Christ did as He hung 
there. He paid the last farthing 
of our sin debt, and having paid 
it cried out, “It is finished,” Let 
us listen to John the Baptist as 
he announced,“ . - Behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world’! (John 1:29). 

Abel’s offering was accepted 
and Cain’s rejected because Abel 
believed what was taught him 
about the merits of blood appli- 


to England, that a price will have 


to be paid that will stagger hu- 
manity.” That price was paid. 
This is only a faint illustration 
lof what was paid for the redemp- 
tion of each soul. It is a price 
‘that staggers the imagination, a 
price that only God could pay. 
In the payment thereof, Christ 


was made of a woman, made under 
the law, made a curse for us, and 
even more, was made sin for us. 
I know these things are repul- 
sive to the natural man who in his 
sinful and wilful ignorance has no 
use for the shed blood of Jesus 
Christ. Modernism spurns salva- 
tion by the way of the cross in its 
substitutionary plan. God help us 
to contend for the faith once for 
all delivered, but may He enable 
us to be free from a contentious 
spirit. A bad cause is not bettered 
by fleshly arguments; and on the 
other hand, a good cause needs 
no such help. Ours is to proclaim 
the truth and to uphold the cross 
until men come to see its eternal 
worth. Our declaration of these 
things is not merely for the sake 
of triumph, but rather for the 
Sake of truth which men need to 
know. 

The last thing I call your at- 
tention to is that 

A Redeemer May Claim 

And what is it that the owner 


had to come first, but having been 
redeemed by the slaying of the 
little lamb in the place of the ass, 
it was now free to do the work 
that was necessary. 

So it is with a child of God. 
Having been purchased by the 
blood of redemption, the Lord who 
purchased us now claims our de- 
votion and service. We are “saved 
to serve.” 


There is a very interesting and 


Suggestive passage in the Old 
Testament in this respect. It 
reads, “Issachar is a strong ass 


couching down between two bur- 
dens: And he saw that rest was 
good, and the land that it was 
pleasant; and bowed his shoulder 
to bear, and became a_ servant 
unto tribute” (Gen. 49:14, 15). In 
this prophetic utterance which fell 
from the lips of the old patriarch 
as he was bleSsing his sons, is 
a picture of service and reward. 
The name “Issachar’”’ adds to the 
picture for it means “hire,” as 
the hire of a servant. 


All who are in fellowship with 
Christ will know something of the 
“two burdens” as suggested here. 
One is the burden of the unsaved 
and the other is the burden of the 
saved. As to the need of the lost, 
Paul felt the pressure of it when 
he wrote, “I am debtor both to the 
Greeks, and to the Barbarians; 
both the wise and to the unwise. 


matter to this great apostle. He 
could not throw it off with a shrug 
of his shoulder. 

Paul had another burden, and 
that was the burden of the saved. 
He wrote, “Beside those things 
that are without, that which 
cometh upon me daily, the care of 
all the churches” (II Cor, 11:28). 
With it all, there need not be dis- 
couragement when we spend and 
are spent in His service. “He saw 
that rest was good.” A long rest 
is coming for the weary laborer, 
and it will be “good” because it 
will be found in His presence. 
And again He saw “the land that 
it was pleasant.” Because of the 
pleasant land and the promised 
rest Issachar bowed his shoulder 
to bear, and became a servant 
unto tribute. We must ever Keep 
before us the. glorious truth that 
“we are redeemed to render and 
saved to serve.” 

This wondrous incident record- 
ed for us in the great book of re- 
demption, even the book of Exo- 
dus, makes plain that there is 
only one way of escape from 
death, namely, the way of a bloody 
redemption. Thus the recéemption 
of the firstling of an ass was 
made by the Lord as a perpetual 
memorial sign to the children of 
Israel of the method of their own 
redemption.
